Profits Fairly Large 

The lquor act, if all reports are 
correct, has been the meana of pr 
viding sufficient revenue’ to brir 
about practically a balanced sheet. 
There has been no official confirma 
tion of this report as yet, but it is 
the general opinion in political cir- 
cles that the profits from the sale 
of Uquor were much larger’ than 
expected when the estimates were 
being prepared. Instead of a defi- 
cit as was anticipated, the provin- 
cial treasurer will probably be able 
to suomit for the first time in the 
history of the present administra- 
tion a financial statement of the 
vear’s operations where the revenue 
is not exceeded by expenditures. 

This state of affairs, desirable as 
it may appear. will not likely prove 
to be the great victory for the pro- 
hibitionists as would be the case 
were some other factor responsible 
for bringing ubout the desired re- 
sult. The farmer members will

MARSEILLES, France “Feb, 22— 
In a raid made by the police i& 
various quarters of Marseilles last 
night, 6,236 individuals, of whom 
2.330 were fcreigners, were caught 
in the dragnet. The police made 
jtheir raids in an endeayor to rid 
|the city of undesirables who are 


held responsible for the loss of three 
lives during the disturbances on 
February 10 in the clash between 
the Communists and the Catholic 
party, headed by General De Cas- 
}telnau. It is the desire of the auth- 
orities to prevent a recurrence of 
the disorders when former Presi- 
dent Millerand comes here on 
March i to address the “Patricts’ 
League.”’ 

The police combed the entire 
city from sunset to sunrise, visiting 
all the cheap hotels and lodging 
houses in the slums and question- 
ing all persons who were abroad t=: 
the streets after midnight, demand- 
ing that they produce identification

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papers. 
Of those persons apprehended. 
662 were arrested and taken to 


police stations. Of these 163 wil! be 
prosecuted for failure to comply 
with the rules and regulations gov- 
erning foreigners. Thirty five per-

“Mr. Preston, directed by an ord- 
er-in-counctil to enquire into the op- 
eration of the alleged North Atlantic 
steamships conference, states, in car- 
rying out the object aimed at, he act-

agement and prominent officials of 
steamship companies directly con- 
nected with the so-called North At- 
lantic conference. In his own words, 
he states he thought “it was better 
to throw aside all reserve and the 
usual so-called diplomacy with a 
view to bringing about a candid dis- 
cussion of the whole question.” 

The statement says that the prin- 
cipal lines operating between Great 
Britain and the St. Lawrence had 
never seen or heard from Mr. Pres- 
ton, in England or Canada, before 
his report was tabled in the House of 
Commons. These lines, viz: The 
Canadian Pacific, Cunard, White 
Star, Anchor-Donaldson, Manchester 
liners, Furness-Withy, deny that they 
or their officials, had any interviews 
with Mr. Preston in England. Can- 
ada, or anywhere else. It is also de- 
nied that he ever made any represen-

Mr. Preston frequently mentions 
throughout his report that it became 
increasingly evident that the “‘mov- 
ing spirits” of the organizations were 
determined to allow no interferences 
or any suggestion of outside influ~ 
ence, nor any government authority 
to supercede to the slightest extent 
their complete control of the freight 
rates of the world. 

“This may be the key to the whole 
situation,” continues the statement, 
which further declares that Mr. Pres- 
ton’s interviews were not with the 
executives of the lines most vitally 
concerned in the building up of Brit- 
ish-Canadian trade. 

“In dealing with the cattle situa- 
tion he (Mr. Preston) remarked that 
“no satisfactory results were arrived 
at in my personal interviews with the 
representatives of the principal cattle 
carriers in England,” the statement 
goes on to say, stating that his ex- 
pressed fear that the western Can- 
adian cattle industry might disap- 
pear, had no effect whatever. He 
states he pressed for a reasonable 
and fixed rate for twelve months, re- 
specting which he said that the gov- 
ernment might be inclined to assume 
one-third of the cost of transporta- 
tion, but all to no purpose. 

Officials of the three principal 
eattle carrying lines in Britain, viz., 
the White Star, Manchester Liners, 
and Anchor-Donaldson lines, most 
emphatically state that Mr. Preston 
has neither interviewed nor aproach- 
ed them with any request as stated 
ubove, for their consideration.

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MINERS’ BODIES 
ARE RECOVERED 


Unceasing Search for Fifty- 
One Men Killed in Explo- 
sion is Ended. 


BURIAL IS STARTED 


There Will be no Community, 


Funeral—Relief for the 


Bereaved Families. 


SULLIVAN, Ind., Feb, 22—An un- 
ceasing search siarted by mine res- 


cue teams for the bodies of fifty one} 


men entombed after an explosion in 
the City Coal Company's shaft here 
last Friday, ended early today when 
the last corpse was brought to the 
surface. 

Burial of the dead was started, 
services for two of the victims being 
held here and for another at Dugger, 
Indiana, There will be no commun- 
ity funeral. Each will care for its 
own dead. In several instances where 
two members of a family perished, 
a single service will be held. 

Under the direction of Henry Bar- 
ker, of Washington, and Eugene 
Foster, of Indianapolis, Red Cross 
representatives, plans were finished 
for extending relief to the bereaved 
families. 

Albert Dally, state mine inspector, 
who directed the removal of the 
bodies, left for Indianapolis soon 
after the work had been completed, 
but announced he would return on 
Tueslay to make further inquiry tn- 
to the cause of the explosion. Mr. 
Dally's investigation apparently will 
be the only official inquiry. 

Sullivan county officials are dis- 
posed to accept the theory that the 
explosion was caused by the sudden 
precipitation into the mine of a quan- 
tity of gas from an earth pocket, the 
gas being ignited by the spark from 
a miner's (oo! or the flare of @ 
worker's lamp. 

N. K. Harris, Sullivan county pro- 
spector, said he discovered no evi- 
dence of negligence in the observ- 
ance of safety rules, The use of open 
lamps is not prohibited by the In- 
diana state law, he pointed out. 

Henry lL. Humrichouser, member 
of the state industrial board, arrived 
and began expediting the payments 


which families of the victims are 
entitled to under the workmen's 
compensation law. The law provides 


for payments of $18.20 each week 
for 800 weeks to each dependent 


family.

Club, the largest gathering In the 
history of the organization, wore 
prosent at its annual banquet in the 
Commodore Hotel here last night, 
when BE. W. Beatty, K.C., president 
and chairman of the Canadian Pa- 
cifle Ratlway, was the chief apeaker 

The guests included the executives of 
many of the larger United States 
railroads 

Mr. Beatty largely devoted his re- 
marks to a review of Canada's ratl- 
way history, which was, he eaid, the 
story of great achievement, mis- 
takes, failures and political and ¢c- 
onomie complicationa ending with 
the most unique situation existing tn 
the world today. He traced the build 
ing and development of the C adian 
Pacific Railway and said that the 
success of the company had provok- 
ed similar but over-ambitious enter- 
prises, He referred to the Canadian 
Northern which, he sald, while a 
great conception carried to physical 
completion, had failed because it was 
built before its time and could not 
be operated successfully through the 
dislocation of war time, 

“If,” said the speaker, “instead of 
turning ite prairte lines into a por 
tion of a transcontinental system, the 
owners had been satisfied to make as 
their termini the mountains on the 
west and the Great Lakes on the 
east, they would have been the weal- 
thiest men in Canada, and Canada 
would not today be facing the rall- 
way burden It is compelled to bear.” 

The second mistake, he said, was 
the construction of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific «as a result of the desire of 
the Grand Trunk to reap the benefi: 
of long-haul traffic and of the faulty 
vision of public men who thought 
Canada's future development so im- 
mediate that its railway facilities 
would be found inadequate. During 
the war these railways became in 
volved and were taken over by the 
goo ament aga means of preventtis 
their possible physical dissolution, 

“We in Canada suffer as you do 
from excess of polities, but Cana- 
dians are, in the main, considering 
national problema with cool judg- 
ment without hysteria and this 1 
the attitude of most of the business 
communities of Canada toward this 
particular problem.”
